"must hive on his person an fdresen Bilet (Residence Permit Card). 


2. Residence Permits are obtained through the Militia Precinct in which 
the person resides. All cards are renewable according to the directives 
of the Militis. For example, a permanent resident who is a Communist 
Party rember may heave nis card validated for one vear; a suspect person 
may have wo report for renewal every week; non-Party members may have 
eords for one, three or six month periods of validity.
